Senior mechanical engineering 
major Michael Chavez marked the 
2012-13 school year as his fifth at Cal 
State Long Beach, and he still has 
more units to complete. 

“I am graduating next fall,” 
Chavez, who works 20 hours a week 
and goes to school full time, said. “I 
have to take a lot of classes. I’ve even 
taken summer school.” 

According to a report by the National 
Student Clearinghouse Research Cen- 


does not advocate or strive to bet- 
ter the four-year graduation rate but 
instead aims to improve the six-year 
graduation rate, Lynn Mahoney, 
CSULB associate vice president for 
undergraduate studies said. 

Oftentimes, a small number of stu- 
dents add minors or double minors to 
their degrees, making their schedules 
more hectic, Mahoney said. In the 
past, mandatory freshman advising 
and academic department advising 
were inconsistent because of a staff 
shortage. Students sometimes went 
two or three years without seeing an 
adviser, according to Mahoney. 

Students would then fail classes, 
take them over and continue pursu- 
ing a major that they were not going 
to succeed in, Mahoney said,. 

“] think that in the past, advising 
here. was inconsistent,’ Mahoney 
said.

Cal State Long Beach senior com- 
puter science major Robert Baker 
struggled to find accessibility points 
on campus and found himself nearly 
trapped on the fourth floor of a build- 


ing during a fire alarm. 

“It’s hard to get from point A to 
point B,” he said. “Everything is 
compliant [with the law] on campus, 
but places are just not designed with 
people with disabilities in mind. 
It makes it so much harder to go 
through the day.” 

Baker showed signs of good health. 
None of his bones were broken, and 
he had no past records of disabilities. 


He volunteered to use a wheelchair on 
campus for 14 hours. 

Along with Baker, a group of 19 
other students also gave their time on 
Tuesday to experience a day living 
with disabilities as part of Disability 
Awareness Week. : 

Associated Students Inc. orga- 
nized “A Day in Our Shoes,” an event 
used to raise awareness about diffi- 
culties faced by those with a disabil- 
ity. Students were given wheelchairs, 
earplugs, arm slings or blindfolds

ing to Mahoney. In 1990, the CSU’s 
six-year graduation rate was at 27.4 
percent. The year 2009, however, saw 
53 percent of 2003’s entering class. 
graduate six years later. 

“Is this bad? Is this someone’s 
fault? The answer may be no,” Erik 
Fallis, CSU spokesman, said. “The 
answer may be that the type of institu- 
tion that we are is an institution that 
is not designed to be confined just to a 
selective group [students who Stadu: 
ate in four years].” 

Social work graduate student Da- 
hiana Guadarrama said that she spent 
six years in school to graduate with 
her bachelor’s degree after spending 
four years at a junior college. 

“I was working, but it was mostly 
because I didn’t know what I wanted 
to do, and there was never really 
anyone to help me choose the classes I 
needed,” she said. 

Fallis said that the necessity to work 
and support oneself financially can slow 
a student’s progress toward a degree. 

“Because of who we want to be, 
many of our students do not have the 
financial means to go through college 
and not work, so that means that they 
are working as well, and that means that 
many of them gain smaller class loads,” 
Fallis said. 
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CFPB initiative aims to solve increasing student debt 


The initiative is 
working to refinance 
student loans.

Students and graduates with private 
loans may soon have alternate options 
for paying off school debt as a result 
of an initiative launched by the Con- 
sumer Financial Protection Bureau 
last month. 

The Consumer Financial Protection 
Bureau (CFPB), a Congress-established 
agency whose mission is to protect con- 
sumers by enforcing federal consumer 
financial laws, is working to refinance 
private student loans. 

The goal is to find solutions to the 
increasing debt students are left with 
after graduation, according to a CFPB 
press release. “ 

Refinancing -can ,mean lowering 
students’ monthly loan payments by 
negotiating to a lower interest rate, ac- 
cording to Rohit Chopra, CFPB Student 
Loan Ombudsman. : 

While this is a common option for 
consumers with mortgages, student 


loan borrowers have a tough time find- 
ing options that let them lower their 
payments, according to Chopra. 

In 2012 the CFPB released a report 
stating that American consumers owed 
more than $150 billion in outstanding 
private loan debt. 

According to the report, many pri- 
vate student loan borrowers did not use 
the total amount awarded from their 
federal loans before turning to private 
loan options, and students did not fully 
understand the options for paying back 
their private loans. 

The initiative’s main goal is to 
help students gain a clear under- 
standing of the loan process, Walter 
Suskind, CFPB press assistant, said 
via email. 

According to a 2009 CFPB report, 10 
percent of recent graduates from four- 
year institutions had monthly payments 
equaling more than 25 percent of their 
income. 

“Today, 40 percent of households 
headed by someone under 35 have stu- 
dent loan debt,” Suskind said via email. 
“For a generation of young consumers, 
behavior is changing in ways that im- 
pact other sectors of the economy — a 
domino effect.” 

The major difference between fed- 
eral loans and private loans is that 
when borrowers run into payment 


trouble with their federal loans, they 
have the option of using income- 
based repayment, according to the 
report. 

Private loans, on the other hand, 
may require monthly payments that 
are more than a new-to-work gradu- 
ate’s monthly income, according to the 
Federal Student Aid Office of the U.S. 
Department of Education. . 

In addition, the interest rates of 
federal loans are fixed and oftentimes 
lower than private loans. 

Some private loan interest rates are 
more than 18 percent, according to the 
Federal Student Aid Office of the U.S. 
Department of Education. 

The CFPB Director, along with the 
Secretary of the Treasury, the Secretary 
of Education and Congress, recom- 
mended that policymakers explore oth- 
er repayment and refinance options for 
private student loans (PSLs), according 
to a CFPB press release. 

The Bureau is tooking for ways to 
give private student loan borrowers 
more flexible repayment options and 
seeking input on a variety of issues 
related to repayment affordability, ac- 
cording to the press release. 

Only recently has information 
been added to private student loans, 
and in the past, the terms of the loan 
have not been as clear, according to 


t 


Suskind. 

“The real problem is that students 
really don’t have accurate informa- 
tion about these operations [private 
loan lenders] that are taking full ad- 
vantage of them,’ Cal State Long 
Beach President F. King Alexander 
said. 

In it’s annual report to Congress, the 
Treasury Department’s Office of Fi- 
nancial Research reported that student 
debt could have a negative effect on the 
economy. 

“Consumption is, of course, a signif- 
icant driver of the U.S. gross domestic 
product, but the questions are not just 
limited to the economic and their re- 
covery,” Suskind said via email. 

Suskind said that if student loan 
payments are indeed eating up an in- 
creasing share of household budgets for 
college graduates, saving for a home 
down payment, buying a car or starting 
a small business may be farther out of 
reach for many borrowers. 

Alexander said that protecting the 
students is not the No. | priority for 
many of those private institutions. 

“T’m in favor of using whatever ve- 
hicle possible to get these private play- 
ers out of the public money and leay- 
ing the students very little to show for 
it except for massive debts,” Alexander 
said. 


Stage set for runoff in Los Angeles mayoral election 


Two veterans of Los Angeles politics, 
Councilman Eric Garcetti and Control- 
ler Wendy Greuel, pushed ahead of 
six other candidates in initial election * 
returns Tuesday and appeared to be well- 
positioned to advance to a May runoff to 
become the city’s next mayor. 

Former council President Garcetti 
and his onetime council colleague 
Greuel broke to a significant lead over 
Councilwoman Jan Perry, entertain- 
ment lawyer Kevin James, former 
technology exetutive Emanuel Pleitez 
and three lesser-known candidates. 

Greuel, 51, would be the first female 

,. mayor of Los Angeles, ironic timing 
considering women could face an up- 
hill climb to retain at least one seat on. 
the 15-member City Council. Garcetti, 
42, a fourth-generation Angeleno, 
would return his family to a marquee 
post in local politics. His father, Gil, 
served as Los Angeles County district 
attorney from 1992 to 2000. 

_ The outcome of a proposal to add 

a half-cent to the city’s sales tax 

remained less certain, with Measure A 
. trailing narrowly as early returns were

tabulated — extending just one of the 
many financial uncertainties that will 
confront the next mayor, who will face 
budget deficits projected at $216 mil- 
lion a year and more. 

The increase would bring sales taxes 
in Los Angeles to 9.5 percent, one 
of the highest rates in the state, and 
raise $200 million a year for the city 
treasury. The measure received ardent 
support from Los Angeles Police Chief 
Charlie Beck and a belated endorse- 
ment from Mayor Antonio Villarai- 
gosa, who will leave office July 1 after 
the maximum two terms. — 
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Eric Garcetti 


City budget analysts have warned that 
the tax’s failure could lead to cutbacks 
in police and fire service, and make it 
more difficult for the next mayor to bal- 
ance income and spending. But critics, 
including all of the leading candidates 
to replace Villaraigosa, argued that Los 
Angeles should balance its books with- 
out asking taxpayers for more money. 

Speaking to voters just after 11 p.m., 
Garcetti presented himself as a prob- 
lem-solver who would fight for average 
people, while he charged Greuel would 
be held in the thrall of powerful public 
employee unions, who have donated 


heavily to support her campaign. 

“Tt’s a choice between identifying 
problems and solving them,” Garcetti 
said, “It’s a choice between a mayor’s 
office that’s bought and paid for by the 
powerful workers at the DWP union or 
a mayor’s office that is by the people, 
for the people and of the people of Los 
Angeles.” 

Greuel, in turn, told backers that she 
had a chance to make history. 

“We're 11 weeks from electing a 
mayor of Los Angeles,” Greuel said, as 
she was interrupted by loud applause, 
“and, yes, 11 weeks from making his- 
tory, electing the first woman mayor.” 

‘Contrary to claims she would cave 
in to her union supporters, Greuel told 
backers she would be “a leader tough 
enough to root out waste, fraud and 
corruption at City Hall and bring our 
fiscal house in order.” 

She charged it was Garcetti who 
could not be trusted to represent aver- 
age Angelenos.

Simulating 
lack of motion from the waist down, 
Baker said he pushed to maintain a 
steady speed on uneven campus 
grounds. ; 

After a day of being late for 
classes and crashing into a wall, 
Baker said that being in a wheel- 
chair makes everything a lot harder. 

More than 1,200 students on 
campus are registered with Dis- 
abled Student Services, according 
to Andrew Carnes, ASI secretary 
for disability affairs. 

Carnes said that the event’s fo- 
cus was to open students’ eyes to 
what it is like to live with a dis- 
ability. 

“The tdea is trying to promote 
thinking first of people with dis- 
abilities and not making it the last 
thought to include a wheelchair 
ramp or an automatic door just be- 
cause it complies with the law,” he 
said. “Our mission is to make a per- 
son with a disability a forethought 
and not an afterthought.” 

Allison Gallagher, ASI secre- 
tary for city affairs, spent a day 
in the life of an amputee with her 
dominant arm in a sling. Eating 
her lunch, she said, was a chal- 
lenge. . 

“J made such a mess,” Gallagher 
said. “Usually I can hold things 
with two hands, but I had my food 
in my one hand, and I couldn’t open 
a door. I found automatic doors 
helpful.” 

After participating in the event, 
Gallagher said she has a newfound 
appreciation for what difficulties 
students with disabilities face while 
at college. 

“Writing is feally hard,” she said. 
“T had to ask someone to help me 
take notes. I feel like I’m learning 
to write again.” : 

Manuel Nieto, ASI Senator-at- 
Large, spent a day on crutches, 
mimicking a broken leg. 

He said he had to depend on 
someone else to carry his food and 
open doors. 

“I wish everyone could go 
through this just to see it from a dif- 
ferent perspective,” Nieto said. 

Nieto said there was a positive re- 
action from students on campus and 
that some students helped to assist 
the volunteers when they were seen 
struggling with their tasks. 

“Putting on someone else’s 
shoes today has shown me what 
they go through every day,’ Ni- 
eto said. “It’s not fun. People don’t 
get to choose what disability they 
have.” 
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Campaigning for the Associ- 
ated Student Inc. elections starts 
on Monday, giving candidates two 
weeks to tell students who they are 
and what they stand for. 

Each candidate will be ready to 
go, including presidential candidate 
Sean Zent and vice presidential 
candidate Larry Toney who will 
be able to start campaigning on 
Monday after the ASI Judiciay 
overturned the sanction placed on 
the duo by the Board of Elections. 

The sanctions stemmed from a 
compliment booth that was rented 
under 
Zent’s 
frater- 
nity, 
Kappa 
Sigma. Zent and Toney were 
using the booth to give compli- 
ments to passers-by. It was ruled 
that because the table was under 
Kappa Sigma’s name, and because 
restricting Zent and Toney from 
giving out compliments impedes 
on their free speech, it was not 
campaigning and the sanctions 
were lifted. 

It is curious that Toney, Zent’s 
running mate, was sitting at the 
Kappa Sigma table even though 
he is not a member. Both Zent and 
Toney are outsiders breaking into 
ASI, and they need to get their 
faces out there in order to level the 
playing field with-ASI President 
John Haberstroh, Vice President 
Jonathon Bolin and Chief of Staff

Were Zent and Toney breaking ASI bylaws? Not necessarily. 
However, the compliment booth did get their faces out there a bit. 
You cannot deny that. 

The situation does beg the question, are ASI campaigning 
periods too short? Candidates only have 10 school days to get both 
their names and their platforms out to students. In that amount of 
time, it’s tough to make an impression on most students, especially 
the ones who come to campus twice a week. To incumbents, they 
have the advantage of name recognition. Students have seen them 


around campus and become familiar with them while they’ve been 
in office. At the same time, though, incumbents are at a disadvan- 
tage because they must balance both campaigning and their job 
responsibilities during the 10-day period. This levels the playing 
field somewhat, but it cannot fully close the gap of being in the 
public eye for a year rather than just two weeks. 

Nevertheless, Haberstroh ran against an executive last year 
defeating former Vice President Stephen Thomas. The run-off 
election gave both him and Bolin more time to talk to students 
and get their faces out there. So, beating out former ASI executive 
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candidates has been proven to be possible. 

But still, why not extend the campaigning period by a week or 
so? 

If ASI did, it may encourage bigger voter turnout because more 
students could become aware of the election and the candidates, 
and hopefully the extended campaign period would bring fewer 
potential campaign violations. 

There would be less stress on the incoming candidates to get 
their faces recognized and their platforms established before voting 
begins creating the most fair election process possible.

of work. 

Students develop a pattern. 
In other words, what is learned to be accept- 
able in middle school becomes the norm in high 
school; what is solidified as a norm in high 
school, comes to be the expectation in higher 
education. 2 

Sadly, this lowering standard of work ethic is 
then reflected in the professional world. 
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The real tragedy of this cycle is that adapt- 
ing to a pattern is such a basic tendency that 
the adults overseeing the students adapt right 
alongside them. 

In other words, expectations of teachers and 
professors diminish in proportion to the quality of 
production by the students. 

There is no exact formula 
here, but it’s safe to say that 
when expectations decrease to 
% match an increase in mediocrity _ 
and sloppiness, production value takes a dive as 


But, let’s not forget the outliers in this pat- : 
—— meaning, consider thosé students who 
continue to aim for excellence, regardless of the 
- example set by their peers and instructors. 
These students undoubtedly partake in some 


serious procrastination. The difference is; their 
quality of work does not reflect the poor planning 
put into their process. 

Who’s to say that working at the last minute 
is, in fact, a problem, if standards of achieve- 
ment are not compromised? In fact, working 
in a time-crunch, self-induced or otherwise, 
but continuing to produce quality work is a 
highly valued skill, especially in the work 
place where one might be paid for working 
efficiently. 

Bottom line, don’t put off for tomorrow what 
you could do today, unless you know what you 
do tomorrow is going to be better than everyone 
else’s no matter when you do it.
